Well bob... I didn't really get it " backwards" I just didn't mention low 
end response in that sentence about coupling caps" 


Coupling caps size will change frequency response low and high , just as 
you said. 


However, I think it is considerably harder to tailor high and mid range 
response with cathode bypass capacitors...unless you change them so much 
that you alter the class of operation of the amplifier itself. 


Maybe I am wrong about this...but that's what i think. 


On the other hand...small cathode bypass caps are a classic way of limiting 
unwanted (power robbing) bass response in phone transmitters designed for 
the classic "optimum communications freqency rsponse" of 

~ 300 - 3000 cps. 


Lately it has become fashionable to extend low freq response some 
what...and open up the highs to what ? 6 kc or so....yielding a much more 


listenable and less fatiguing AM signal... 


As you point out...there are extremes....but then some guys will run 5kw 


(carrier) braodcast transmitters on the ham band too !

I probably should don a flame-resistant suit before posting this, Al, but 
here goes: 


I had a 303 a good 25 years ago and regretted giving it up, so much so that 
I got another one a few months ago. It's not the ultimate ham receiver. 


But some of what I've read reminds me of the back-and-forth that goes on in 
audio forums about design deficiencies of this and that component. If you 
enjoy the music, why obsess on whether the output tubes are operating in the 
linear portion of their response curve? And if you enjoy a radio, by all 
means tinker away to make it a better one, but why condemn it to the Ninth 
Circle because it has a few flaws? That's almost the tone of some of the 
posts criticizing my ol' buddy. 


My first xrealx radio back in the late '50s, and one that I still like for 
all its flaws, was National's NC-2-40D, with its cranky coil-catacomb 
bandchanging system, primitive crystal filter, so-so stability, cramped dial 
calibration, etc. I went out and found another one of those, too, and love 
it as much as I do the 75A-4 that I could never afford as a teenager but now 
is part of my collection. 


To the technically savvy in the group: I'm not trying to pretend there's no 
difference between an S-38 and an R-390A. But the invective heaped on a 
radio that really, gang, is a pretty good one strikes me as a little out of 
proportion. 


Al, I think you'd like the 303.

With a little push from me (I am Director of the CQ 160 Contests) several of 
the gang got on during the CQ 160 CW contest and did some real damage in 
Q's. One guy had both the NC-303 and a HQ170A. He started out using the 
170 which he has always preferred on SSB and AM, but went to the 303 as it 
seemed to separate the CW sigs better. 


The NC303 tuning dial is a mechanical dream...why could they not come up 
with a way to get 1 khz readout a la Drake R4 or SX115? At least they told 
you the readout in their lit...unlike the nice but shame on you RME 6900 
which looks like a Collins dial until you get the receiver and find its a 
plastic replica with non linear readout. The 6900 is a great receiver but I 
hope W9IOP (he was VP at RME/Electro Voice then) was more honest in his 
contesting than he was in marketing the receiver. He did win the CW 
sweepstakes with the receiver. But then again Larry won the SS several other 
times as W2/W8/or W9IOP...he was also editor of CQ just after WwW IT.

After looking into the unit that 

I had which was labeled T-217, I found out the following. The cover with 

the label 217 on it had been put on an R-278. I should have figured it 

out quicker but it was late! The covers which cover the tuning presets 

are the same for the receiver and xmtr. I next tried to chase down 
why nothing lit up and found problems in both the power supply rectifier 
subchasis and the filter chasis. Four small chokes in the former 

(smoked) and one large choke in the latter, (black tar all over)! In 

spite of having 30 usable tubes and 28 assorted black,lined, Collins 

marked tube schields in it, which could be scavenged; I would like to 

hear some noise out of this unit. Thus, if any of you out there have a 

parts unit lying around I could use the above mentioned subchasis's or 

just the large choke on the filter chasis. Also a manual or overall 

schematic would be helpful! (The individual subchasis all have their own 
schematics printed on the bottom.) Once again, thanks to all for the

I know what you mean, but of course I don't agree. 


I don't take a back seat to anybody when it comes to 

a passion for preserving history. I also have three 
small children who like to eat and wear clothes. 

I can't afford to buy radios to preserve them unless 

I can pay for it outside of the normal household budget. 
So, I buy what I can find, sell it to people who want 
that item, and use that to help offset the expense of 

the units I want to preserve. I think that's a perfectly 
honorable, honest, win-win situation for everyone. 


I've tried asking everyone I could find about the proper 
way to set a price for a BA. I've concluded what I should 
have known all along: No one knows, consistantly, what's 
fair and right. In our capitalist system, the only 
successful way to set a price is to let the market set it. 
Auctions have been an accepted means of making items 
available for many millenia. 


"Fairness" when it comes to an auction price is a 
subjective matter of individual emotion. 


"Fairness" in a market is objective and quantifiable: 


(1) Did the buyer promptly pay the price agreed? 


(2) Was the item delivered promptly? 
(3) Was it as the seller described? 


The "price agreed" is mutually and voluntarily reached, 


and therefore inherently "fair." That one person 
may not have the captial to out-bid another doesn't 
make the transaction "unfair." That's how our 


system works for houses, hambergers and BAs, too. 

I wish I could outbid someone else on a larger house, 
but the fact that I can't isn't "unfair." 

I must increase my capital and xearn*x the power to buy 
that house. That's the way the free world works. 


Next question: Is selling a BA by an accepted marketing 
practice "in the spirit of the list." Well, the "spirit" 
of anything is again subjective, but I think we can address 
this. 


My subjective understanding of "the spirit of the list" 

would include, among other things, promoting the preservation 

of the equipment and its history. Doing this takes money. 

One "fair" and honest way to do this is to acquire all the BAs 
you can, offer them to the people interested using an honest and 
accepted means of marketing, and use the returns to preserve 
those BAs in your area of interest. 

Otherwise, nobody gets the chance to preserve anything. 


There really are no free lunches. No one on this list is Santa. 
No one is obligated to sell his property for less then its 
market value just because they are members of this list. 

The fact that they bring the unit to the list and give 

people the chance to own it is of great value. If they ask 

too much, don't buy. That's the way of the world.

Someone was asking after the provenance of this idea recently--can't 
recall who. 

The earliest mention I have happened across is in the second edition of 
RSGB's "The Radio Amateur Handbook," which went to press in late '39 (or 
early '40--yes, during the war: those HBs sold like hotcakes; the services 
found 'em xveryx* useful!). 

The Society's version is a self-supporting VHF (56mc/s) dipole, with 
the familiar mounting of two tapes back-to-back on an insulator. 

From that notion, it wouldn't have taken an RDF (that's RADAR, gang) 
scientist to extrapolate to HF applications! So unless someone unearths 
a "Radio" or "QST" (etc., though I don't see it in contemporary ARRL or 
Jones/E&E HBs) article of earlier date describing this trick, the G calls 
get credit for invention! 

First US mention I recall is in QST early postawar, a single tape used 
for the antenna of the field-strength meter.

Another rescue effort is underway. This one is a Gates broadcast 
transmitter, Model BT-1C, rescued from the scrap dealer from KBTA radio in 
Batesville, Arkansas last weekend. This is a 1KW AM transmitter weighing 
in at 500c pounds, sporting a pair of 833's in the final, modulated by a 
pair of 833's. These tubes live in an overgrown refrigerator sized 
cabinet, 7 feet tall, 2.5 feet wide, meters down the right side of the 
cabinet, hefty power supply on the ground floor. I could crawl up inside 
the cabinet, close the door and peek out the glass tube porthole. Its 
been in service since the 50's, survived one flood and several 
maintainers, and went silent just last year. It begs to be converted from 
1340KC to 160 meters, so I have to make room for it. At Bobbi's 
suggestion, I'll be removing the heavy iron, tagging the wiring, and using 
an appliance dolly to move it out of the abandoned studio.

I had several inquiries, so I looked up my notes. 


To slow the S-meter response, solder a 0.47uF capacitor (or thereabouts) to 
the grid (pin 7) of V9, the 12AT7 S-meter/1st AF amplifier. The other end 
of the capacitor is grounded. Note that this capacitor will be in parallel 
with C120, a .01uF cap., which currently governs the S-meter response. 


I think you'll find this change will make the S-meter much less "jumpy" and 
better behaved, and in accord with what you're used to seeing on modern 
reveivers. Note that this modification does not alter the AGC timing 
characteristics, which are set by C130, a 1uF cap tied to the AVC bus (pin 
3 on the accessory socket). My mod only affects the S-meter but, 
interestingly, gives the receiver a much different (and greatly improved) 
"feel." As I recall, I tinkered also with changing the AGC timing, but in 
the end decided to leave it alone.

Contrary to an earlier note, the NC-303 *doesx have a product detector. A 
6BE6 is used as a BFO/product detector. Whether this ct. was a good one or 
not is another issue. Several factory & user mods of it appeared. 


The 80 kHz 2nd IF used 4 tuned circuits and is similar (I've compared the 
published curves) in selectivity to, say, an SX-100, -101, -101A (the 303's 
exact competition), -115, -117, etc. all of which Halli's used a similarly 
designed IF system, but at 50 kHz. NC-303 gives 0.4, 2.0, 3.5 & 8 kHz 
selectivity & selectible sideband too in 2 kHz position. 


The -303's notch filter (Q-multiplier in notch mode) does better & easier 
to handle than the -300's xtal filter. The 303's Q-multiplier works only 
as an IF notch filter, just like the notch ct in the above-mentioned 
Halli's which has a nice deep notch too but are passive ct's. 


The only better selectivity could come from mechanical filters, found then 
only in Collins gear. Multipole xtal filters with good passband shapes 
where just appearing & much too expensive for ham use. 


The AGC ct is traditional (diode loads down the secondary of the last IF 
xfmr & its attack time is limited by ct. impedances) & is similar to the 
ct. in Halli. It's just adequate for SSB or CW. The attack time is just 
not fast enuf to avoid a bit of overload on the leading edge of transients. 
It's control of output vs. input is no better than average.

Yesterday Bob correctly pointed out that the proper way to control bass 
response in an audio amplifier is through selection of coupling capacitor 
size. 


I was mistaken when i dissagreed and suggested theat cathode bypass caps 
were the operative component. 


The function of cathode bypass caps is to remove the audio component from 
cathode bias.. so that the bias does not vary with the audio signal... if 
it were allowed to the varying bias would be degenrative causing 
distortion. 


Now...amps with extended lows do require larger caps.. the general range 
is 10 to 50 ufd... the proper value has been determined over time on the 
basis of both some r/c time constand math.. and practical considerations 
for specific tube types and operating conditions... etc... 


Further more... since we have to size the coupling cap to suit the bass 
response we want... we then have to resort to some series r/c combination 
in a hi cut tone control approach to control or tailor hi's. 


So I stand corrected.

Actually, the value of the cathode bypass cap does cause a change in 
the LF response. The cathode resistor, unbypassed, causes NFB, anda 
loss of gain. Bypass it, and at AC, the NFB is gone. But at some 
point down in the frequency spectrum, the capacitor reactance gets 
much higher than the resistor, and it's as if the capacitor isn't 
there. The NFB comes back, and the LF response rolls off. 


So, the larger the cathode bypass cap, the lower the LF knee (6 
db/octave). But, it is a very impractical way to set the LF time 
constant, electrolytic caps do not have stable or predictable 
capacitances. 


Putting the dominant pole (zero? dammned if I remember!) in the 
coupling cap is much more typical. 


Also, you can replace the cathode resistor/capacitor with a zener 
diode at the correct bias voltage. But, you lose the protective NFB 
at DC, which is a very good thing to have to stabilize against the 
possibility of negative grid current. 


By the way, this all gets MUCH more exciting if there is negative 
feedback around either of these capacitors. In that case, leave the 
values alone unless you've got a handle on Bode's work on feedback 
stability...

Another rescue effort is underway. This one is a Gates broadcast 
transmitter, Model BT-1C, rescued from the scrap dealer from KBTA radio in 
Batesville, Arkansas last weekend. This is a 1KW AM transmitter weighing 
in at 500c pounds, sporting a pair of 833's in the final, modulated by a 
pair of 833's. These tubes live in an overgrown refrigerator sized 
cabinet, 7 feet tall, 2.5 feet wide, meters down the right side of the 
cabinet, hefty power supply on the ground floor. I could crawl up inside 
the cabinet, close the door and peek out the glass tube porthole. Its 
been in service since the 50's, survived one flood and several 
maintainers, and went silent just last year. It begs to be converted from 
1340KC to 160 meters, so I have to make room for it. At Bobbi's 
suggestion, I'll be removing the heavy iron, tagging the wiring, and using 
an appliance dolly to move it out of the abandoned studio.

is +80, -20 percent. The important thing is to make sure the cathode 
bypass is large enough to bypass the cathode for the lowest frequency of 
interest and tailor the circuit response some other way, such as with the 
smaller and more accurate coupling caps.
